Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger went before a confer­

Hemisphere foreign ministers 
today to make his first major 
Latin American policy speech. 
Kissinger’s address to the 
opening session of the three-day 
conference was in response to 
proposals by two dozen Latin 
American foreign ministers on

American minis­ 
ters have been meeting in 
Mexico City since Monday, 
drawing up the eight-point 
agenda proposed by Kissinger.

Gardening Projects in 
February? 
Yes. there are several things 
you can do around the lawn 
and garden this month to get 
ready for spring. 
Roll your lawn early before 
it is completely thawed. This 
presses the loosened crowns of 
turf against the ground and 
keeps them from dry ing out. 
Spray shrubs and young shade 
trees with a dormant oil spray 
just before growth begins in the 
spring (when temperatures are 
above 45 degrees) to control 
scale insects. 
C u t 
branches 
of 
early 
flowering 
shrubs 
for home 
forcing. Place in water and be 
sure the branches don’t dry out. 
A dilute solution of soluble 
fertilizer added to the water 
tends to increase the bloom. 
Apply 
dormant 
fungicide 
sprays to shade trees infected 
last spring with anthracnose. 
Prune fruit trees. With young 
creases the chance for a better 
fruit crop next summer. Don’t 
b e 
concerned 
with

“bleeding” of cut grape canes, 
as it does not damage them.

Choose A Homesite With Great Care 


WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. — 
Thinking about buying a lot or 
building on a new homesite? 
If you are, there’s much to 
consider before leaping into a 
deal, 
cautions 
Joseph 
E. 
Yahner, 
Purdue 
University 
extension agronomist. 
“ Many people fail to consider 
the need for and availability of 
various community services and 
facilities,” says Yahner. “As 
you look, keep in mind tran­ 
sportation, 
education, 
com­ 
munication, 
and 
the 
public 
utilities-all 
so essential 
to 
modern day living.” 
Ask yourself if the neigh­ 
borhood 
provides 
the 
en­ 
vironment and type of facilitites 
your family wants. Is it con­ 
venient to 
your place of em­ 
ployment? If you must change 
jobs later, will you be able to 
sell and 
recover your in­ 
vestment? 
These are only a few- of the 
many things to consider. Zoning 
o r d i n a n c e s , for instance, 
deserve a 
review. These are 
laws that regulate land use and 
community 
development in 
counties and municipalities. By 
checking at the office with 
jurisdiction, you can determine 
what areas of a community are 
least likely to face commercial 
and industrial development. 
Size of the lot demands your 
attention. A lot too small may 
not 
accommodate 
a 
large 
dwelling and leave ample space 
for a yard. On the other hand, 
large lots are more difficult and 
expensive to maintain. 
Public utility assessments can 
be expensive for the individual 
who builds in 
an 
isolated 
location. Power and telephone 
lines are usually an expense of 
the developer, but make sure 
these utilities are available and 
not an assessment against the 


buyer. Municipal assessments 
for sewage, water, streets, and 
sidewalks are usually levied on 
the basis of street frontage or 
lot width Where none of these 
is already available at the lot 
site, make sure you understand 
what is expected of the new 
lot owner. 
Topograph and soil conditions 
can prove extremely important, 
especially in rural or suburban 
areas Hillside lots are often 
quite attractive but are usually 
more expensive to improve and 
maintain. Erosion is always a 
possibility. Homes constructed 
in low areas or on soils with 
high seasonal water table often 
suffer from water problems, 
especially if a basement is part 
of the dwelling. This factor 
cannot 
be 
overemphasized, 
Yahner stresses. 
Sewage disposal and water 
supply 
are 
critical factors. 
Where the lot is within 
a 
municipality, u t i l i t i e s are 
generally 
available. 
But 
a 
person building outside the 
corporate limits, needs to in­ 
vestigate on-lot disposal systems 
and septic tank regulations 
before buying. He should also 
make sure an adequate source 
of good, clean water is available 
at the site. 
A deed and lot survey are 
important to you, both at time 
of purchase and sale. Be sure 
you understand these are part 
of the deal.

“Some fertilizers are in short 
supply, 
but 
shortfalls 
are 
slight.” reports Newell Tim­ 
mons, chairman of the Indiana 
Agricultural Stabilization and 
C o n s e r v a t i o n Committee. 
“Transportation 
and 
proper 
distribution, rather than supply, 
m a y 
become 
the 
real 
problems.” 
Farmers already have more 
winter wheat planted than last 
year. They also intend to plant 
more corn, soybeans and other 
crops, and they will likely use 
record tonnages of fertilizer on 
them. Shipping record amounts 
will strain already overloaded 
transportation facilities, causing 
tight supplies and spot shor­ 
tages. Mr. Timmons outlined 
the supply situation in light of 
the 
l a t e s t 
preliminary 
estimates. “ Farmers are ex­ 
pected to use all available 
nitrogen fertilizers this spring,” 
he said. “ Many more acres will 
be planted to corn and other 
nitrogen users.” 
Preliminary 
estimates are that the nitrogen 
ava.table will fall 5 per cent 
under what farmers w-ant. 
‘ ‘ N i t r o g e n prices have 
skyrocketed lately — a factor 
that 
may 
curb 
overuse,” 
Timmons added. “For example, 
a n h y d r o u s amnonia prices 
jumped 65 per cent in Indiana 
b e t w e e n October 25 and 
January 21, Phosphate rock 
supplies are tight, and in light 
of expected plantings a 10 per 
cent phosphate shortfall could 
be in sight. Prices for diam* 
nonium phosphate jumped 34 
per cent between October 25 
and January 21. 
Postash is in adequate supply. 
Any shortages on farms will be 
due 
to 
transportation

ficulties. Potash prices paid by 
Indiana farmers increased 19 
per cent during the same three 
month period.

City living in the area bounded 
on the south by 6th Street, on 
the west by Morgan Street, on 
the north by 9th Street, and on 
the east by Perkins Street: 
In order that you all may be 
fully informed, I would like to 
use this means .in order to' give 
some clarification of the events 
which have occured at the last 
two City Council 
meetings 
concerning zoning of this area 
as presented by the Rush 
'County Area Plan Commission. 
On February 5, 1974, the Plan 
Commission presented what was 
to be the final zoning map for 


the Rushville City. Concerning 
the above named area, many 
residences now in existence 
were zoned commercially. -After 
some discussion, the council 
members who were present, 
voted unanimously that the map 
should be rejected as presented 
and the Plan Commission was 
to specifically show that this 
area was to remain residential 
with the exception of the now 
present businesses. They are as 
follows: Todd Funeral Home, 
Bon.ded Service Station, 20th 
Century Dry Cleaners, Village 
Pantry, Waite Drugs, Houchins 
Grocery, and Barker’s Arco 
Station. This is all a matter of 
the accepted minutes of the 
February 5th, 1974, City Council 
meeting. 
On February 19, 1974 at the 
regular City Council meeting, 
the Area Plan Commission 
presented what was to be the 
c h a n g e d zoning map as 
recommended 
by 
the City 


Council. Unless I cannot read 
the map correctly, I found some 
of the residential areas still 
zoned as commercial and made 
my 
objection. 
Mr... 
Blair, 
another councilman, voiced the 
same objections. We were told, 
among other things, that we 
would cause undue delay in 
final acceptance of the Zoning 
Ordinances should we desire 
another map to be drawn. When 
I was told that this map, when 
accepted, would be the final, 
word in zoning, I felt that the 
map should be exact and not 
as it was presented. To cite an 
example of why I could not vote 
for the map as is, when I looked, 
at the layout and could see one 
city block, half of which was 
b l a c k e d out, I naturally 
assumed that this half block 
would be zoned one way and 
the other half zoned another. 
I am told by Mr. Jones of the 
Area Plan Commission that this 


is not the ease but 1 cannot 
be convinced that others won’t 
view the map in the same way. 
Mr. Jones has informed me 
that the Area Plan. 'Commission 
will be meeting on Tuesday, 
February 26, 1974 at 7:30 p.m. 
in the City Council Chambers. 
I plan to attend that meeting 
and discuss with the planners 
their idea of their map and 
have them offer an explanation 
as to what they determine to 
be a building or one half of 
a city block. Should they be 
able to cite only the existing 
businesses and leave all else 
residential in the concerned 
area, I will be satisfied. 
Otherwise I will urge the 
residents of this area to con­ 
tinue to carry the petitions 
which have already been cir­ 
culated and will be presented 
to the City Council.

Indianapolis Mayor Richard 
Lugar placed his political future 
on the 
line, announcing for 
the Republican nomination for 
the l .S. Senate.

being hamstrung by the federal 
bureaucracy, and there is a 
great need to return govern­ 
ment to the people.
